REQUEST FOR CORRECTED PATENT APPLICATION 
PUBLICATION UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.221(b) 

The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office published the above-identified 
Application No. 10/678,649 as Publication No. US-2005/0086747-A1 , on 
April 28, 2005. The published application contains mistakes that are the fault of the 
Office and may be material. 

The claims, as published, i.e., claims 1-24, are not related to the above- 
referenced application. Applicants filed an English language translation of the 
application containing originally filed claims 1-25 along with a Preliminary Amendment, 
which canceled original claims 1-25 and added new claims 26-50 on December 6, 2004.

These claims were broadly directed to a dye composition, as provided in the Abstract of 
the Disclosure. Publication No. US-2005/0086747A1 (corresponding to the above- 
referenced application), however, contains claims 1-24 directed to "a meter for 
monitoring consumption of resources." Not only do the claims not match those 
contained in the originally-filed application but do not match those revised by the 
Preliminary Amendment submitted on December 6, 2004. Attached hereto are a copy 
of the Preliminary Amendment and a copy of the marked-up corresponding pages of the 
published application containing the incorrect claims. 

This mistake is material becasue it affects the public's ability to appreciate the 
technical disclosure of the patent application publication or determine the scope of the 
provisional rights that an applicant may seek to enforce upon issuance of a patent. See 
C.F.R. § 1.221(b). 

Applicants believe that no Petition or fee is due in connection with this Request.
